doubt not, but henceforth, the Anti- inocula- 
tors will think fit to acquieſce, and ſubmit 
to Reaſon, backed with undeniable Experience. 
| do ſeriouſly declare, that I had no kind of 
Scruple about Inoculation, except it be ap- 
plied to a. Perſon who is in, or is inclined: 
to a Phthiſis or Conſumption, or is of a 
weak and ſickly Conſtitution of Body., This 
indeed requireth the moſt diligent, the moſt 
ſagacious, and the ſtricteſt enquiry, of a Phy- 
ſician into that Magaum Oportet. 83857 
The worthy and fortunate Dr. Meſaubius Ac- 
count, about his being Inoculated for the Small - 
Pox, is remarkable. He told me, That when be 
was but one Tear and a half of Age, be was 
Inoculated. The Manner was by dipping ſome 
Cotton in variolous Matter, which was put 
up into his Noſtrils, which bred upon him the 
Small-Pox, and he did well. I told him, 
That at that Age he could not remember this 
Application; he anſwered me, That his Parents

erquginted him with it, when he was in a fit 
Age to make him ſenſible of it. He informed 
me further, that in his Country, vz. the 
Perigord, a Province of France, it was a com- 
mon PraQice amongſt the- Country People, 
to ſend their Children to their Neighbours to 
buy the Small-Pox for a Penny ; and that 
8 ſpeaking, that Cuſtom was very 
ucceſsfut. But however, the Clergy of all 
Sorts, did exclaim againſt it, as a diabolical 
Practice, and the Prieſts did carry it ſo far, 
as te get an Edict from their King, where- 
by that Method of Inoculating was wholly 
forbidden. However, I am informed, that it 
is not fo effectually forbidden, but it is uſed 
elandeſtinely. In China it felf, Inoculation 
is practiſed, and I doubt not, it is likewiſe 
uſed in ſeveral other Countries, though, hi- 
therto, we have had no Account of it, But with- 
out doubt, if we. have it not in our Time, 
thoſe that are to come after us, will have 
a through Information of that which hither- 
to is not come to our Knowledge. 
I happened lately to be in Company with 
fome of my Friends, and in our Converfati- 
on, the Subject of Inoculation was mention- 
ed; after ſome Diſcourſes upon that Topick, 
and we had agreed that Inoculation had been 
uſed time out of Mind, amidſt ſeveral Na- 
tions, one of my Friends told me, That in 
China, be Practice of Inoculation was a com- 
mon Thing.

to this Purpoſe. 

There ts, ſaith he, in China, Phyſicians who, 
underſtand better to give the Small-Pox,, 
than our Phyſicians can. cure it, This. I do 
affirm ſeriouſly. Whereas, continued he, The, 
Small-Pox is fatal in. that Country, after a. 
certain Age, the Chineſe do. ſend for 4. Phy- 
ſician before that mortal Time, in order to get 
the Small-Pox artificially, to prevent a greater 
Evil. The Manner after which Phyficians do. 
proceed, is as followeth. "EE 

The Phyſicians. at ſome certain Times, inthe, 
Courſe. of this, Diſtemper, take great Care, to 
wipe the Sweat off the Patients, with Cotton, 
which they put up in little Golden-boxes, with 
an additian of ſomething (which ſomething, in 
my Judgment, ſignifieth but little, but only 
to make their Art the more myſterious) This 
Cotton ſo imbibed with the variolous Matter, 
they put. up into the Noſtrils. of thoſe that are 
4500 to have the Small- Pox; and this their.

and ſometimes in other more noble Patz, 
The Cancer in the Breaſt is indeed a preſent and 
great Evil; but there is a more dreadful Evil, 
viz, Death, which in this Caſe is in futurity. 
Now to prevent this future Evil, another 
Evil muſt be uſed to prevent the future Evil, 
by a preſent one, which is Amputation. And 
though this Operation doth not always pre- 
vent Death, which is the future Evil, hows 
ever Amputation is ufed by the unanimous 
Conſent. of Phyſicians and Surgeons, becauſe 
Experience hath taught us, that many of the 
Women afflicted with Cancers in the Breaſt 
have recovered by the cutting off the Cancerous 
Breaſt, though not all ſuch as laboured under 
that fame formidable Diſtemper; becauſe the 
Cancer ſometimes proceeds from inward 


Cauſes, or though occafioned by a Blow, of 


any other external Caufe, it hath been ſo 
long neglected, as to have had Time to 
become adherent to the Ribs, and at laſt to 
affect the very inward Parts of the Thorax. 
To conclude! this Point in debate, I will 
add ſome further Obſervations. * 
The curative Part of Medicine, doth not 
only belong to a preſent Malady, but it hath 
a more extenſive ' Latitude, which is the 
prophylactive or precautionary Cure. 
For Inſtance, if a Man is Plethorick, full 
of Blood, uſeth violent Exerciſes, he in ſome 
Time may break a Vein in the Lungs, or 
fome other inward Parts of his Body. A wile 
_ Phyfician wilt immediately advife a precauti- 
onary Method, which is the letting of Blood, 
and that plentifully, according as the Caſe 
tequireth, and the ſtrength of the * 
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able to bear. By this Method a future Evil 
is prevented. In hke manner, ſundry Perſons, 
do let Blood Spring and Fall, others once a 
Quarter, and ſome eftener, and many beſides 
Bleeding, do take either Vomits or Purges, 
and often 9 to the Bagnyo's to bathe them- 


ſometimes to Sweat. Some go 
to Epſom, Acton, Stretham, and other ſuch 
Places to drink Purging- Waters, by Way of 


Prevention. Tunbridge, Iſlington, Pyrmont, 


and the Spaw, Chalybeate Waters are often 
uſed by ine of People, as well as the 
Bath and Briſtol Hot-well-Water ; and all 
this Proceeding is obſerved, not only by thoſe 
that are ſome way diſordered in theit Health, 
but even by others 'by Way of Prevention. - 
And as Indoculation is not, and cannot juſtly 


Ide called an Evil, however by the Practice of 


it which is known, all over the World, it 
appears to be moſt ſalutary, and moſt Praiſe- 
worthy, becauſe it preſerveth the Lives of ſo 
many thouſand Pei ſons, which moſt proba- 
bly ſhould be deſtroyed by the natural 
Small-Pox. There being ſo many different 
Ways of Inoculating, the Phyſician is at Li- 
berty to chuſe either, the Chineſe, Turkiſh, Pe- 
rigords, or the old Briton's Method of Inocu- 
lation; it matters not which, fince all thoſe 
different Ways do tend to the ſame End, 


and prove equally ſucceſsful. * 


Nothing more remains for me-to ſay, but 
if notwithſtanding all the Arguments which 
have produced in behalf of Inoculation, 
cannot perſuade ſome Perſons to calt off 
all Prejudice againſt Inoculation, but will te- 
naciouſly, and patiently wait for the 2
